FARNHAM BOYS. 


In December, 1895, No. 7 of the 
series, a paper on Farnham gitls was 
issued, telling the story of Elizabeth, 
the eldest daughter of Thomas, son of 
Ralph and Alice, the emigrants of 1635. 
Thomas left his estates to his six 
daughters, the only son dying in youth. 
The estates and name passed over to 
the keeping of John Frye and Tabitha 
Farnum, *William Lovejoy and Mary, 
Peter Johnson and Mehitabel and the 
above Elizabeth who married first An- 
drew Peters, s ain by Indians, and 
second, young James Johnson. 

A writer of the Farnham Memorial 
of the collection at the Somerset Street 
Library in Boston thinks our Thomas 
married and went to Milford. I can 
find no such town in existence, except 
the town in the Connecticut Colony at 
that early period. He may have meant 
one of the parishes of early Mendor. 
Thomas, although the eldest, did not 
marry till 1660, and we have not yet 
discovered the line of Elizabeth Sib- 
bons or.Gibbons as one authority gives 
it. Whatever the resting place of 
Thomas between the years 1661 and 
1666, when we have no record in An- 
dover of his doings, he was here short- 
ly after the marriage of his sister Mary 
Farnum with Daniel Poor, which took 
place in Boston in 1650. In searching 
for the deeds of Thomas, I made the 
discovery of the early death of his 
father and the second marriage of his 
mother that had waited for me a long 
year. 

Ralph “ Firnam,“ the barber surgeon 
of 1635, aged 32, with Alice at 28 and 
the three children, Mary aged seven, 
Thomas, at four, and Ralph two years 
of age, arrive at Southampton with 
a young Daniel Poor and Solomon Mar- 
tin, a boy of seventeen, apprenticed 
later in Gloucester as a ship carpenter. 
We find that Ralph took up land in old 
Ipswich in 1639, where George Farnum 
was already settled. We hear no more 
of Ralph “Firnam” in that town, but I 
want to give a bit of gossip here that 
lingers in my memory, from a perusal 
of Edward Johnson’s wonder working 
Providence,” which the word barber 
surgeon always brings to mind. The 
profession in 1635 was a union of two 
trades, that of shaving beards, letting 
blood and drawing teeth common among 
barbers, with the rude practice of sur- 
gery necessary in the care of gunshot 
wounds, treated principally by bandag- 
ing, though amputation with the study 
of anatomy was coming to the front. 
Bone setting was probably an addi- 
tional art. All this, with some knowl- 
edge of medicine, especially treatment 
of tumors, was probably the all round 
equipment of such pioneers as John 
Dane and Ralph Farnum, Dr. Alcock of 
Roxbury, and possibly the advanced 
quack and spirit-scientist or hypnotist 
Allen Toothaker of Billerica, whose re- 
ceipt is in the annals of Cambridge 
signed Dr. Toothaker. (He was our 
Martha Allen Carrier's son-in-law.) 
These men were hard-worked, and 
probably had the same standing that 
our modern college bred physicians 
now hold inthe community. They had 
to serve a regular apprenticeship and 
picked up the rest in colonial and mili- 
tary casualties. All else was left to 
colonial dames, who acted as midwives 
and dispensers of herbs, for which the 
Indians were best teachers. 

The barber shop and surgeon’s of- 
fice of Ralph may have been provided 
with the usual lute and viol to charm 
his patrons while in the chair, though 
from the beginning of time, this haunt 
of the male gossip has perhaps provided 
higher kinds of entertainment. I feel 
quite sure that Ralph let his farm out 
to George Palmer of Ipswich, and that 
he was in Boston, busy with a large 
practice when he came to an end. 
Johnson tells how inthe end of the year’ 
1639, a great snow fell, during a series 
of strong storms with bitter blasts and 
‘fone of Roxbury, sending to Boston 
(a mile distant) his maid servant for a 
Barber-Chirurgién, to draw his tooth, 
they lost their way — were not found 
till many dayes after, the maid in one 
place, the man in another, frozen to 
death; in which sad accident, this was 
taken into consideration by divers peo- 
ple, that this barber was more than or- 
diuarily laborious to draw men to those 
sinful errors, formerly so frequent — 
now newly overthrown by the blessing 
of the Lord, — he having a fit oppor- 
tunity, by reason of his trade, so soone 
as any were set downe in his chaire, he 
would commonly be cutting of their 
haire and the truth together; notwith. 
standing some report better of the 
man, the example is for the living, the 
dead is judged of the Lord alone.” 

Anyway, the name being withheld 
allows us to fit the early Unitarian 
preacher and practitioner in a place by 
himself. Henry Varnum of Boston, a 
charter member of the Artillery Com- 
pany, and John of Dorchester were pos- 
sibly brothers of our Ipswich Ralph, 
and so the name was kept back perhaps 
for kin’s sake. This is all a fancy on 
my part, but the barber’s shop in Bos- 


ton, with iis preaching instead of lute 
playing, is such an innovation that it 
might furnish suggestions to the Sal- 
vation Army workers. 

Solomon Martin of Gloucester grew 
to manhood, married Mary Pindar, 
raised a Samuel and Mary, lost his wife 
in 1648, and that same year, his 30ib, 
he married the Ipswich widow Alice 
Varnum over forty years ofage. They 
sell the homestead in Ipswich in 1652, 
after they had become residents of An- 
dover, and young Thomas in 1654 
deeds to James Howe of Ipswich six 
acres of meadow in the middle of Mr. 
John Baker’s pond attached to the 
„Bloomery“ or ironworks, with com- 
mon rights belonging to said grant. 
This is the earliest record we get so 
far since the arrival of the Farnums in 
1635. In 1658, young Ralph at 25 
marries Elizabeth Holt, daughter of 
Nicholas, and fortune smiles on the 
whole band. John, a son born about 
the time of his father’s death, perhaps, 
dying over 83 in 1723, brings Rebekah 
Kent from some town down the Merri- 
mac in 1667 and along the old county 
road where the Farnum estates are still 
held just below the Fryes and Ingalls 
neighbors, they build the homes that 
have been kept sacred to the old stock 
for many long years. As late as 1684, 
Robert Russe!! sells a house and lot to 
Solomon. In 1673 young Samuel 
bought of step-brother Thomas and 
wife Elizabeth a homestead. Possibly 
Martin’s Pond was near the site of the 
elder man’s estate, while Sam’s was up 
the county road near the Prudence 
Russell homestead. A good deal of 
work is needed before these estates are 
settled and when Alice died may then 
come out in some odd way. 

Ralph and Elizabeth Holt have 
things all their own way from the start, 
and how good a way it was can be seen 
after visiting Holt Farnham’s inher- 
itance of to day. What the old shaven, 
scarred face of East Andover looked 
like to these English“ dwellers among 
the ferne“ we shall never guess, unless 
the few who have seen old Falls Woods 
in the full glory of trillium and maiden- 
hair and moonwort can tell us. Mos- 
quito Brook, near the Farnum School, 
is almost as beautiful as Rogers on the 
western slopes. There the. apple or- 
chards still thrive, the same old rocks 
and springs to which the cattle of the 
neighbors had free access forever, wait 
for us, along the old stage route that 
went by Seth’s house, new in the early 
railroad days. He will wake up some 
sunrise to hear the whiz of the electric 
milk and fruit car hurrying to tap the 
Boston & Maine at Ballard Vale for the 
morning mail. 

*Ralph named his eldest for his young 
sister, Sara, born in America, who had 
married George Abbott, the tailor, from 
Rowley. I suspect Thomas Farnum, 
also a tailor, may have been an associ- 
ate workman. “Sara Farnum married 
Benjamin Abbott of the farm on the 
Mernmac now held by Timothy and 
his nephew, James Jewett Abbott. 
Hanna and *Elizabeth both took Holt 
neighbors, while Samuel, the weaver, 
married Hanna Holt, John, his b. other, 
a wheelwright, marrying Elizabeth 
Parker over at the Cochickewick mill. 
Joseph with a wife Lydia emigrated to 
some place I have yet to trace. Thom- 
as married Hanna Hutchinson and 
Dorothy Lacy of a very interesting 
family. Ephraim married Prescilla 
Holt and in his old age *Ralph passes 
the estate over to his youngest boy, and 
in the line of Ephraim come the pres- 
ent Farnhams on the old lands.

Historically, the movement in the 
United States cannot date much ‘urth- 
er back than the early fifties, when, 
roused by Mr. Dowuing's writing in 
the Horticulturist; a ‘few far-sveing 
minds recognized the necessity of pro- 
viding for the health and recreation of 
urban populations by furnishing open 
and beautiful places of resort for them. 
This now seems so simple and obvious 
a duty that it is hard to remember that 
only persistent and unremitting effort 
on the part of a few determined souls 
was able to overcome the sluggish in- 
difference of municipal councilors and 
state legislature; while even intelligent 
citizens resisted the effort to provide 
large parks, on the ground that they 
would probably become merely lurking 
places for the lawless’ and depraved, 
and unfit resorts for the respectable. 

Paiks have become a necessity of 
our cities and towns, and even the un- 
enlighteried resistance of municipal 
governments is overborne by the popu- 
lar demand. Private and public reser- 
vations of beautiful lands, game pre- 
serves established by clubs and indi- 
viduals, have taught the value of wild 
woods and flowing streams. The gov- 
ernment is siowly awakening to the 
needs of its forests and public sen- 
timent is being educated by the press 
to the importance of an enlightened 
management of that source of revenue 
which in other lands is so carefully 
administered.—Atlantic Monthly. 


From Andover to Denver, Col. 


The following letter written by Wil- 
liam Gledhill, who recently left town 
for Denver, Col., for his health, is pub- 
lished at the request of his friends: 

DENVER, Col., Dc. 19, 1896. 

It will be hard for me to give you an 
accurate description of the place just 
yet and for the present I will say like 
Job, have patience.” It is a very 
large city, a great deal larger than I 
expected to find it, and has some very 
fine buildings, almost finer than any 
of those we have at home, even finer 


than any Ihave seen in Boston, aud 


twice as many people, almost too many. 
It certainly is a very handsome city, 
laid out so nice and even, and then in 
the background are the Rocky Moun- 
tains with their tops all covered with 
snow, looking like a mighty wall and 
seeming to come down to the city on 
the West side; but they are almost thir- 
teen miles away. 

We saw Pike's Peak when we were 
almost one hundred miles out on the 
“mighty plains,” for they are “mighty.” 
We rode for miles and the sand was all 
Lat we could see, and just think of it, 
700 miles of nothing but cornfields and 
the finest soil in Iowa that ever I saw; 
but not even a pine tree, only a few 
hardwood trees and some of those have 
been planted. Others are growing 
along the river bottoms, but all the 
way through the states of Iowa and 
Nebrasl a it is something wonderful to 
see the corr, and the cattle grazing out 
at this time of the year. I saw one 
field of corn that was planted about 
two miles square. This is truly a won- 
derful country and Uncle Sam has get 
something to leok after. 

I will not try to take you all over the 
journey with me this time, but I must 
tell you about the buildings which are 
very handsome, being eight stories high 
and finished with onyx stone cut in 
pretty columns, which was taken from 
the mountains near the city and cost 
nearly one million of dollars. They 
use a lot of brown stone here like that 
in Prince Edwards Island for buildings 
and almost all the houses are of brick 
or stone. 

It is now about seven o’clock here, 
but it is nine o’clock in Andover. 

On the journey out to this city, 
we passed a freight train in Hoosac 
Tunnel and the smoke almost made the 
electric light dim. Then we came out 
into North Adams and then into New 
York state. I went to sleep, and when 
I woke up we were still in New York 
state at Buffalo. Then we went 
through miles and miles of vineyards 
and into Pennsylvania and still it was 
grapevines, and in Ohio the same 
Five hundred miles aluug the shore of 
Lake Erie we went, into Indiana, 
through that and into Illinois to Cliiea- 
go, which we reached about ten o’clock 
at night, where we changed cars. 

I bad a travelling companion for a 
little while. I helped a very pretty 
young lady from one car into anothen, 
got her water to drink, opened her 
lunch bag for her and tied it up again, 
and carried her guitar for her; bvt, 
poor girl, she was bliud, and Mr. Hircsh 
asked me to see to her. He is the man 
who looks after all the people who 
travel on the Phillips excursion tickets 
and they cannot go astray. He had a 
child on each arm when we were 
changing cars, and he is a fine man for 
his position, There were four Pullman 
cars on the train and a lot of very 
pleasant people. A great many were 
travelling for their health and “some 
had been visiting their friends ard 
were returning home again. Mr. Hire h 
goes to Los Angeles and leaves Bos 01 
cvery four weeks. He just sits dovn

. NEW YEAR’S CALLING. 


A Good Old Custom That Has Gone with 
Bygone Years. 

The old custom of New Year's call- 
ing, which for many years has been fall- 
ing into disfavor, seems this ycar dender 
than ever. Except in certain quarters 
and among certain classes whose social 
canons are neither new nor exacting, 
there will be no calling. The doors 
of society will be more tightly shut than 
ever tomorrow, and even the daintily 
ribboned basket at the doorbell will be 
missing, for the whole custom of ex- 
changing greetings on the adyent of the 
New Year is dead beyond tke hope of 
resuscitation. 

And it is an end which no sensible 
person regrets. What abuses it led to, 
what disgraceful scenes it rendered pos- 
sible, what social outrages it sanctioned 
or tolerated, and how silly and disgust- 
ing it ull became before society resolved 
0 crush it out! The life of this deceased 
social function may be said to be coex- 
istent with the life of the republic, As 
it existed in the earlier days it was, no 
doubt, both a pleasurable and profitable 
custom. It had its origin in France, but 
the custom became fully ingrafted upon 
the American social fabric during the 
last years of the preceding century. 
New York and the cities of the south 
were where it was clung to most tena- 
ciously. The Puritans of New England 
paid little or no attention to the New 
Year’s amenities. Thanksgiving day was 
their day, and they had as little use for 
New Year’s duy as for Christmas. And 
the same may be said of the Quakers in 
Philadelphia, with whom the custom of 
New Year’s calling never did obtain gen- 
eral or cordial recognition. But among 
the descendants of the Dutch in New 
York and New Jersey and the cavaliers 
of Virginia the social functions of the 
new year were never lost sight of, aud 
from them the custom spread to all por- 
tions of the country. —Exchange, 


BOUNDING THE PARISH. 


A Curious Old Time New Year’s Custom 
of Great Britain. 

Down to the present century a custom 
prevailed in many parts of Great Brit- 
ain of ‘‘bounding the parishes,’’ or 
„beating the bounds, on New Year’s 
day. The custom was designed to keep 
in memory the parochial limite, and as 
maps had not come into use and surveys 
of Great Britain had not been made this 
primitive method of preserving parish 
boundaries was high in popular favor. 
A procession was formed, headed by the 
leading dignitaries of the parish, in- 
cluding the vestrymen and sometimes 
the parson. Liberal potations were in- 
dulged in, and a procession was formed 
composed of all who wanted to go and 
including a number of boys who did not 
want to go, but were taken per force. 
The procession then marched completely 
around the parish, and at certain spe- 
cific points a halt was made, and a boy 
was whipped to make him remember 
the place. 

Other curious scenes often cccurred 
during the bound beating. In one 
parish, near London, the line ran 
through a man’s kitchen, and the whole 
procession every year came in at the 
door aud went out by the window. On 
one occasicn in London u hackney coach 
stood directly in the line cf the proces- 
sion, and th cutire body of men and 
boys went ii at one dcor and out at the 
other, voluntecrs holding tke horse 
while this novel performance went on 
and mocking at the wrath of the un- 
lucky drive who beheld his coach al- 
most ruined vy the tread of hundreds ot? 
muddy feet. —Excbange. 


Riding Stang. 

A strang custom in the north of 
England on New Year’s day slightly 
resembles the game for Easter week 
known as ‘“heaving.’? It was called 
„riding stang.’’ A stang is the same 
thing as a cowl staff. A cowl] staff isa 
big staff fc. carrying a cowl, anda cowl 
is a water * ssel with a handle, through 
which the staff is passed so that it may 
be carried by two men. Now, on New 
Year's day as many, people as liked, 
men and women, came together ina 
crowd with staugs and baskets. Every- 
body who w s not with the crowd was 
against it—that is to say, was its legiti- 
mate victim. When the victim was 
caught, if a man, he was mounted 
astride the tung, Which was raised on 
the shouldc1s ct two cr more men, and, 
Na woman, she was put in a basket, 
which was held by the stang thrast 
through its Laudles. In either case the 
victim Was Ci.1meu to the nearest public 
house, where the price ot release was

uary was pictorially represented by a 
white haired man clad in furs, bent 
with the cold and blowing on his fin- 
gers to warm them. He is standing al- 
most knee deep in the snow, aud a billet

No Church Services In Scotland. 

Ever since the reformation New Year’s 
has absorbed the place of Christmas; 
but, strange to say, although the re- 
formers in their zeal denounced Christ- 
mas as popish, they did not in any way 
encourage or countenance any religious 
services on New Year’s day. The Eng- 
lish peasant goes to church and returns 
to eat his Christmas dinner. His brother, 
the Scottish plowman, lets no thought 
of religious service enter into his enjoy- 
mentof the day. Most strange it is that 
a most pagan observance of a pagan 
feast has taken deepest root in Scotland, 
the home of the covepanters and cradle 
of theology, where the kirk still holds 
sway over the masses, and that the 
Scots, pre-eminently religious above all 
the nations, will have no church serv- 
joes enter into the enjoyment of their 
national feasts.— Philadelphia Ledger.

DERRY DEPOT’s ESCAPE, 


Fire During High Wind Threatened 
Destruction of Town, 

Manchester, N. H., Jan. 7.—A ‘spectal 
from Derry Depot says: Fire has de- 
stroyed the Derryfield shoeshup and a 
2% story dwelling owned by Myron 
Richardson, inflicting a loss of $45,069. 
At one time the town was seriously 
threatened, 

The fire started in the building owned 
by the Deiryfield Shoe Factory associa- 
tion, and in a few minutes the whole 
building was enveloped in flames. A 
strong wind carried the blazing embers 
far and wide, and oniy energetic work 
and the greatest good fortune prevented 
the whole town from being consumed. 

The fire became so threatening that 
a call was sent to Manchester for aid, 
Lut the fire was controlled and the call 
was countermanded. 

The fire was of rather mysterious 
origin, since there are no fires in the 
building, and the steam is obtained from 
outside. No smoking is allowed in the 
shop. 

The house of #yron Richardson, 
which was close by, was consumed. 

The loss on the factory is complete, 
and is estimated t $40,000. About 200 
hands were employed. The building 
Was owned by local people, and was 
built a year ago last October. 


Sensational Case at oston, 

Boston, Jan. 7.—The case of Cham- 
berlain vs. Woodbury, about which so 
much has been printed, came up in 
court here yesterday. Frederick D. 
Chamberlain of. Spokane, Wash., is 
suing E. Frank Woodbury and Jose- 
phine C. Woodbury for $25,000 damages, 
alleging that the defendants were the 
cause of alienating his (Chamberlain’s) 
wife's affections. The Woodburys are 
Christian scientists, and Mrs. Cham- 
berlain is a convert to that belief. In 
court Mrs, Chamberlain said the cause 
of estrangement between her husband 
and herself was not her religious be- 
lief, but financial matters were the real 
reason. She paid her husband's bills 
until she tired of the constant drain 
and then left him. He then charged 
the Woodburys with influencing her. 
All the people involved are wealthy and 
hold good positions in society. 


Murderer's Plea Not Accepted. 

Cambridge, Mass., Jan. 5.—In the Third 
district court, before Judge Olney, yes- 
terday, Samuel Whittaker was charged 
with murdering his wife at their home 
here last Friday. Whittaker at first 
pieaded guilty, but Judge Olney ex- 
plained to him that he would not accept 
the plea, because the case had to go to 
the grand jury. Whittaker waived ex- 
amination, and was committed without 
bail for the superior court next month. 
Whittaker's throat was done up in ban- 
do ges, and he is just beginning to realize 
the seriousness of his actions. He was 
heard to remark that it was too bad that 
he did not make a clean job of it and kill 
himself. 


Marital Contracts Upheld 

Boston, Jan. 7.—An important prece- 
dent was established by the full bench 
of the supreme court in the case of Rich- 
ard Polsen vs. Henry Stewart, Jr., 
handed down yesterday, Chief Justice 
Field dissenting. It holds that a court 
of equity here will enforce a covenant 
made by a husband to his wife in another 
state, where they were domiciled, and 
whose laws give her the right to con- 
tract, as if she were unmarried, to sur- 
render all his marital rights in land be- 
longing to her, situated here. 


Against Skyscrapers. 

New York, Jan. 6. — Superintendent 
Constable of the building department 
had a long conference with Mayor 
Strong yesterday afternoon over a bill 
which limits the height of buildings to 
be erected hereafter in this city. Mr. 
Constable had with him a rough draft 
of the proposed enactment. The bill 
will be presented to the legislature early 
in the session, and as it will have the 
endorsement of the city authorities the 
prospect of its passage is bright. 


Killed Husband For Beating Child, 

New York, Jan. 4.—Belle Smith, col- 
orea, stabbed her husband, Jesse Smith, 
elso colored, with a pair of shears yes- 
terday, severing his jugular vein and 
causing almost instant death. A quarrel 
ensued between the couple over a 7- 
year-old child of the woman’s by 1 
former husband. Smith, the woman 
says. was cruelly beating the child, aud 
is so angered her that she seized a pair 
of shcars and stabbed him in the neck. 
The woman is under arrest. 


Grand Jury In Session One Day, 
Belfast, Me., Jan. 6.—The Waldo 
county grand jury, by completing its 
session last night, made a record for 
deliberation. It was the shortest ses- 
sion in the history of the county, being 
one day. Four indictments were re- 
Ported, against L. L. Gentner, Sherman 
Freeman, M. R. Knowlton, for alleged 
liquor selling, and John Frullen, charged 

with maintaining a gambling place. 


Knocked Out by Women. 

Pawtucket, R. I., Jan. 7.—Peter Tur- 
ner became involved in a quarrel last 
night with his wife and a woman named 
O'Donnell, and he got the worst of it. 
For some hours he was unconscious from 
the effects, of a blow during the encoun- 
ter with the women, but after hard work 
by the doctors he recovered consaious- 
ness. Both women are under arrest, 


Negro Train Wreckers Coufess. 

Birmingham, Ala., Jan. 5.—Four of the 
five persons who were arrested last week 
on suspicion of train wrecking have con- 
fessed. They are Tom Graham, Tom 
Parker, Sam Billings and Rome Scales. 
The fifth, Andrew F. Eagin, who is 
charged by the others with being the 
leader, denies all connection with the 
crime. 


Quite Enough. 

San Francisco, Jan. 7.—The report that 
Mrs. Emma Spreckels-Watson had 
deeded back to her father, Claus Spreck- 
els, $3,000,000 worth of property he gave 
to her before her marriage, is denied by 
Mr. Watson. He says his wife gave 
back only $1,500,000, and still has enough 
to live on. 


Fncineer and Cook Drowned, 
Baltimore, Jan. 7.—Steamer Howard, 
which arrived yesterday from Boston,

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IN HUB MARKETS. 


Butter Prices Slightly In Favo: 
of Buyers. 


Summary of Year's Prices and Receipts. 
Cheese Firm -r—Frow sing Uutlook For 
Exgs—lroduce Quotations 


Boston, Jan. 6.—There has been a light 
trade in butter the past few days, and 
the tendency is slightly in favor of buy- 
ers. In the absence of much demand. 
however, it is difficult to give exact 
quotations. Strictly fine fresh creamery 
is in small supply, and is kept fairly 
well cleaned up, but the other kinds 
have accumulated a little. 

The ruling rate yesterday for the best. 
fresh creamery was 20 to 21 cents, in- 
cluding western and northern, Only 
small lots of Vermont and New Hamp- 
shire brought the outside price in tubs. 
Sales of boxes at 22 cents. A large por- 
tion of: the receipts were hard to sell at 
over 20 cents. Eastern creamery is 
slow at 18 to 19 cents, and very little 
fresh New York creamery will bring 
over 19 cents, 

Choice June creamery was held up to 
18 cents, but no sales were reported at 
over 17 cents, and exporters were buy- 
ing some good stock at 15 to 16 cents. 
Holders of the best Junegtock are not 
forcing sales at present, because it is 
believed that the proportion of that 
kind is small. 

The cold storage stock last week was 
reduced 9248 tubs, and on Saturday was 
72,543 tubs, against 40,874 tubs same time 
a year ago. For the past four weeks 
there has been an average reduction of 
over 10,000 tubs per weck, and if this 
could be kept up for this month it would 
materially relieve the market. 

Both sellers and buyers are waiting 
for developments, and the outlook is 
Somewhat uncertain, but the prevailing 
opinion is that there will not be much 
change for a couple of weeks, or until 
the make of new butter begins to in- 
crease, 

The range of prices of extra butter 
for the year was 15 to 26 cents, against 
17 to 28 in 1895, and 17 to 28 cents in 1894, 
The highest prices were in January, 
with.a decline to 21 cents in February, 
March stiffened up a few cents, but 
April dropped to 16 cents at the close, 
May ranged from 15 to 17 cents, In 
June and July most sales were at 15 
to 16 ½ cents. There was a slight ad- 
vance in the other months, reaching 23 
cents in December, but the year closed 
dull at 20 to 22 cents. a 

The yearly statement shows an in- 
crease in the total receipts of 55,484 tubs 
and 138,464 boxes for the year 1896, as 
compared with 1895. There was some 
increase every month from January to 
July, inclusive, August fell off slightly, 
September gained, and the remaining 
months alternated, December showing 
quite a decrease. A large part of the in- 
crease was in May, June and July. 
Figured up in pounds the total weight 
for 1896 is 60,972,255 pounds, against 
46,787,344. pounds for 1895, an increase of 
4,184,911 pounds. 

The receipts of oleomargarine for the 
year were 13,552 packages, against 28,946 
packages in 1895, and 180,946 packagés 
in 1894. 

The exports of butter for the year 
1296 were 3,156,741 pounds, against 2,102,- 
604 pounds in 1895, an increase of 1,054,- 
237 pounds. The largest movements 
were in August, September and Octo- 
ber, when over 1,500,000 pounds were ex- 
ported. December was the fourth larg- 
est month, sending off. 367,566 pounds. 

The cheese market has developed a 
stronger tone, and it would be difficult 
to buy much really fine fall make at 
less than 11 cents. Some holders are in- 
different about selling under 11% to 1145 
cents, but in the absence of much de- 
mand it is not safe to quote a selling 
price at over 11 cents, 

The cheese situation generally is con- 
sidered a strong one, and holders are 
looking confidently for good clearing 
in the next two months. The stock on 
hand in New York is reported at 58,196 
boxes, and in Boston at 20,000 boxes. 
Montreal has not yet given any exact 
figures, but it is understood that the 
stock all through Canada is much 
smaller than a year ago. 

The receipts of cheese at Boston for 
the year foots up 188,369 boxes for home 
trade and 288,157 boxes for export, 
against 215,069 boxes for home trade 
and 253,822 boxes for export in 1895. The 
exports from Boston for the year foot 
up 21,566,448 pounds, against 20,756,422 
pounds in 1895. 

The egg market stiffened up a little 
yesterday, and best fresh western sold 
at 19 cents. A few special marks were 
sold at 19% cents, and some held at 20 
cents, under orders from shippers. 
Hastern fresh ruled at 19 to 20 cents. 
Refrigerator stock 14 to 15 cents, The 
stock in cold storage on Saturday was 
7559 cases, ageinst 10,024 cases a year 
ago. The outlook for eggs appears 
promising. 

Poultry continues very dull and large 
quantities are being put into cold stor- 
age. For choice western turkeys 12 to 
13 cents is the top price, and fowls and 
chickens are slow at 6 to 8 cents per 
pound. 

Beans have ruled quiet, with liberal 
offerings.

THE GREGORIAN CALENDAR. 
Why Cssat’s System Was Corrected by 


Pope Gregory XIII. 
The present time measurement that 


is now used by nearly all nations is the 
remodeled system adopted by Julius. 
Cwpsar in the year 40 B. C. There were 
854, 300 and 365 days in the Greek year 
at different times, Under Numa the 
Roman year had 855 days, and there 
‘was 80 much variance between the civil 
and the astronomical year that the au- 
tumn ‘fensts were celebrated in the 
spring, aud those of harvest in midwin- 
ter. Every second year an extra month, 
called Mercedonius, was added. This 
month had no certain length, but was 
“arraanged by the pontiffs as they saw 
fit, which naturally gave rise to corrup- 
tion and fraud, interfering with the du- 
ration of office. and: the collection of 
debts. In order to restore the seasons to 
their proper months it was pecessary 
for Cesar to make the year in which he 
inaugurated the change contain 445 
days. On the hypothesis that the as- 
tronomical year consisted of 865 44 days, 
he had each fourth year contain 866 
days and the others 865, The extra day 
was added to the 24th of February, 
which was called Sexto-oalendas, being 
the sixth before the calendo, or 1st of 
March, celebrated in honor of the ex- 
pulsion of the kings, The additional 
day was placed next to this feast and 
known as Bis-sexto-calendas, 


But this year of Cesar was too long 


by 11 minutes and 13.95 seconds, or 
about three days in 400 years, so that 
by A. D. 1582 the error amounted to 
ten days at least. To correct this mis- 
calculation, Pope Gregory 
that Oct. 5, 1582, should be known as 
Oct. 15, 1582, and to prevent a recur- 
rence of the error it was arranged that

hree intercalary days should be omitted 


in four centuries—that is, one in each 
centenary year except the fourth. Thus 
1600 was u leap year; 1700 and 1800 
were not. The passing year 1896 was a 
leap year, and, under ordinary circum- 
stances 1900 would be, but it will not 
be, in order to come under the rule of 
the Gregorian calendar. Therefore the 
years which have 866 days are, first, 
those that are exactly divisible by 4 and 
not of 100; second, those that are exactly 
divisible by 400 and not by 4,000; hence 
the year 2000 A. D. will be a leap year, 
and the only one in tho series of the 
four centenary years.
